REPORTED DROWNED. 
ANOTHER DISASTER THREATENED. 

ABERDEEN (Misstsstprt), April 14.-It is 
estimated ti 250 people have been drowned 
turough the doods caused by the rising of the 
‘Tombigbee River. Three reiief parties, which 
started out on Tuesday, have recovered 150 
bodies. In the case of one family of nine, 
rescued by a raft, a boy had become insane 
before relief arrived. Of another family a 
negress and a baby, who were found ff ating 
on a mattress, are the only survivors of ten. 
Seventy-five men, women, and children have 
been rescued from trees, in which they had 
sought refuge as long as four and even six 

cars ago.

I saw this on a black 
crepon with charming effect. The bodice was 
an open-fronted jacket, with gathered vest of 
canary-coloured silk; round the bottom of 
the szirt went a nine-inch ruche of crepon 
lined with nuns. veiling exactly matching th: 
vest in colour. Tha thin veiling, pleated | 
bvautifully with the crepon, looked quite 
as well as if-it had been silk.

HE BLACKHEATH MYSTERY. 

r. Carttar, the coroner, resumed an in. 
quiry, at Blackheath Hill, into the aircum- 
stances attending the finding of some human 
remains, supposed to be those of Mrs. Eliza 
Flebble, aged 42, who was the wife of a 
gardener, formerly employed hy Mrs. Cutbill 
of Dartmouth Hill “House, and who 
mysteri usly disappeared on Christmas Day 
1870. Mrs Flebble was seen on Christmas 
Eve, 1870, when a quarrel occurred between 
herand her husband, and the n-xt morning 
he gave out that she had left him to visit a 
friend. From that time nothing was heard of 
her, though the police made every iuquiry 
till a few weeks ago, when some 
workmen, digging out the foundation 
for. some new houses on the site where 
Dartmouth Hill House formerly stood, came 
across bones of a female buried under the 
site of the laundry.—A number of additional 
witnesses were called, but no further light 
was thrown either on the identity of the 
remains or on the disappearance of Mrs, 
Flebble.—Dr. John George Garson, of Duke- 
street, St. James’s, and Charing Cross 
Hospital, having given evidence to the effect 
that the body had been cut into eleven pieces 
by an unskilfal hand, the jury returned a 
verdict that the evidence failed to show who 
the deceased was, how she came by her death, 
and when the death occurred. 


KNIGHTS OF INDUSTRY. 

A “ knight of industry,” who stole a cheque. 
book from a Bristol gentleman in a lading 
hotel some months ago, has been condemned 
to tive years’ imprisonment. ‘There wore, of 
course, other charges against the prisoner, 
who was a notorious swindler and impostor, 
as wll as a man of many religions. [ie had 
victimised Jewish rabbis, Protestant pastors, 
aad Catholic priests.
